DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 3-5, 7-13, 21-24 and 26 are pending in tliis application. 



Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are allowable over the cited prior art because the prior art does not 
teach, disclose nor make obvious a composition comprising a cosmetic or 
pharmaceutical composition comprising a non-rigid, porous support in which a 
low-viscosity, gellant-containing, otherwise unstable wherein the composition 
comprises an oil phase comprising a gellant selected from the group consisting 
of cholesterol and derivatives thereof, dextrin fatty acid esters, silicone gellants, 
oil-soluble derivatives, etc. Applicants argument with respect to the "oil-soluble 
derivatives" as a term of the art is found convincing. Column 1 , lines 1 2-1 6, 
column 4, lines 40-42 and column 4, lines 55-56 of U.S. Patent No. 4,536,405 
teach examples of the art acceptable term "oil-soluble derivatives". 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee.
